Broken Paring Knife Is. 
Clew — Man Sleeping in’ 


Place Arrested as Suspect 
in Case. 


A woman, who 
been subjected to an 
criminal'attack, and who found 
injured and semic 
scious in Lafayette Park early 
day, was identified at city 
this afternoon as Miss 
Jenkins, who was until reeently a 
the Dew Drop Restau- 
rant, 1710 Market street. 

The identification was made 
Joseph Valeta of 8 South Fif- 
teenth street, a plumber and a 
customer of restaurant, 
through the instrumentality of the 
Post-Dispatch. Miss Jenkins’ aa- 
dress could not be learned at the 
restaurant. 

In a pocket of Miss Jenkins’ coat 
a Post-Dispatch reporter foun] a 
bit of newspaper bearing the iu- 
scription “S. 1287." R.A. Smith of 
3819 Nebraska avenue, whose tele- 
phone number is Sidney 1287, was 
asked to help in the inquiry, aal 
suggested inquiring of his brother- 
in-law, John Meeks, a 
Railroad switchman, who 
with him. 

Meeks was asked if he knew cf 
a woman who had his telephone 
number. “Has she a mole on her 
right cheek’” he inquired. rola 
that she had, he described Miss 
Jenkins and said she was a walt- 
ress at the Dew Drop Restaurant. 
Two days ago, h esaid, he gave her 
the number, and he recalled, with- 
out being told of the notation 
found, that she had written it on a 
corner of a newspaper as “S. 1287.” 

Meeks, Smith and Mrs. Smith all 
stated that Meeks was home ' 
night. He was at work today. 

The police have under arrest as 
a suspect a man who was aleeping 
in the park, but there is nothing 
to “connect him more detinitely 
with the attack. aA broken paring 
knife is the principal clew. 

Miss Jenkins’ screams and moans 
were heard at 2:15 a. m. by Mr. 
and Mrs. Wilbert V. Schmidt of 
2043 Park avenue, across the street 
from the park, as they were clos- 
ing a window to retire for the 
night. They have heard screan:: 
from the park in-the past, but thts 
time were attracted by a note of 
pain and terror, so Schmidt Cele- 
phoned the police. Two women re- 
siding next door also heard the 
screams. 

Stab Wound in Neck. 

In a clump of several smal) 
trees, beside a gravel path, 20¢ 
feet southwest of the park en- 
trance at Mississippi and  (/Jark 
and 100 feet from the 
avenue fence, policemen 
found Miss Jenkins. Her clothing 
was dishevelled, partially revealing 
her body, and a:stab wound in her 
neck was bleeding. She was un- 
able to talk and at City Hospital! 
she lapsed into unconsciousness 

There was blood nearby on the 
dry leaves which covered the 
ground. Miss Jenkins’ black satin, 
slippers had been kicked off. They 
were damp and partly covered with 
soft, dark clay, although the 
ground near the spot was dry. The 
wooden handle and butt of the 
blade of a paring -knife were 
found together. stuck in the earth 
close to the woman. Part of the 
blade. st. mped “Ontario steel,” was 
lying not far rway, but a smal! 
piece of ~he biad 
missing. 

The nearest light was an electric 
standard 60 feet west of the spot 

Physicians who examined 
Jenkins when she arrived at the 
hospital were unable to determine 
definitely whether a criminal 
tack had been made: a bacteriolog- 
ical examination was ordered.

..°An order issued today for the ar- 
yest of Harry Jones, former secre- 
tary-treasurer of the International 
Association of Bridge, Structural!

The indictment followed  testi-

The indictment, however, is bas- 
ed on a series of transactions. Per- 
sonal debts incurred by Jones are 
alleged to have been paid with 
union funds, including $61.50 to «a 
department store, $170 to a fur- 
nace company, $58 to a coal deal- 
er and $375 to a real estate firm. 
A check for $744 and another for 
$500 also figure in the case. 

Many Checks Reported Missing. 

Jones was active in union labor 
circles in New York for years. He 
Was secretary-treasurer for 12 
years. He has been a resident of 
St. Louis since 1920, when the 
union headquarters was moved 
here frém Indianapolis. 

The investigation resulting in the 
indictment had its inception about 
a year ago when an officer of the 
association noticed an advance of 
$300 to an employe listed on the
